It may be interesting to some of the 


adjoining towns of Kittery and Eliot as 
wc-ll as lo others interested in fair play 
to learn some of the facts involved m 
tbe case of Francis Keefe vs. the town 
clerk of Kittery which has attracted 
the attention of the local press, and 
which was heard at Alfred on tho fourth 
instant before Judge Savage of the 
Supreme Judicial court on a petition 
for a writ of mandamus. 


Several witnesses were present from 


both towns but upon agreement of 
counsel all points in the petition were 
admitted, except the one involving the 
right of tho petitioner, Francis Keefe to 
an inspection and recount of the ballots 
at Kittery. Sec 25 of the Australian bal- 
lot law among other things provides 
the ballots shall be secured, sealed and 
sent to the several city, town and plan- 
tation clerks and by them be preserved 
for six months as a public record. 


The petition for the madamus is 


based upon the construction of the 
words "As a public record" and this on- 
ly was the question involved in the 
hearing. Judge Savage was a member 
of the senate sub committee which 
drafted this section of the ballot law 
and stated in court that he had no hesi 
tancy in saying what was in his own 
mind at the time the bill was drawn be - 
cause this particular clause was drawn 
by himself and he believes the petitioner 
Francis Keefe has the right to inspect 
the ballot*, they being a "public re- 
cord" and he being an interested party. 


Counsel for the town clerk of Kittery 


informed the court that he should take 
the case to the Chief Justice. The 
court announced that it ^would make 
ruling and therefore ordered a writ of a 
mandamus to be issued forthwith; ex 
ceptiou were noted and counsel granted 
thirty days in which to file its argument 
in writing. 


In view of the above facts the ques 


tiou naturally arises. Why is such t 
strenuous attempt being made to has- 
tate an honest effort to ascertain tht 
true facts of the case? 


The statement was made in a loca 


organ that Mr Staples was glad that the 
ease had been taken up so that a re 
count could be had and yet when th 
court orders that the ballots be pro 
daced, an appeal is taken to prevent it. 


Just why the attempt is made to give 


the public a false impression about the 
result of the case by certain individuals 
in Eittery is a mystery.

These streets are the dwelling places 


of the dyers, and one steps from reg.»l 
magnificence into a crew d of seminaked 
people, who are busily dipping great 
hanks of cotton or wool into seething 
caldrons. As elsewhere, the work is car- 
ried on in the street, and little streams 
of water — red, yellow, brown and black 
— pour over the rough stones and gath- 
er in multicolored pools, while on low 
benches agaiust the walls women are 
washing clothes, standing in the dirty, 
soapy water that splabhes over from 
their tubs. 


The passersby walk heedlessly through 


the dye and soapsuds, while the chil- 
dren find pleasant occupation in throw- 
ing mud of every variety of color at 
anybody who chances to be wearing 
light colored garments. It is a veritable 
feast of color from the merely spectacu- 
lar point of view, but a visit to these 
streets leaves a bodily us well as a 
mental impression. 


Very often in the depths of these sor- 


did alleys one comes across a forgotten 
old palace, built when carriages were 
unknown, its great court of honor 
crowded with booths, its vast halls fill- 
ed with a heterogeneous collection of 
men, women and children, fowls, goats, 
•beep and occasionally a donkey, all 
living together in the happiest proxim- 
ity. The massive old walls are hidden 
beneath centuries of dirt; the wood- 
work has, for the moat part, disappear- 
ed ; the rooms that once knew the revels 
of Angevin noblea now shelter the bap- 
namd eriatence of lazzaroni.— Lud-

All of the American flags flung in the 


breeze during the Spanish-American 
war combined tho tri-colors after the 
accepted idea, bat some of the most ex- 
pensive ones were not made according 
to the regulation measurements that 
call for 13 stripes, seven red and six 
white stripes alternating, beginning 
with the red, says an exchange. 


The flag is then 13 stripes in width, 


and the length should equal tho width 
of 21 stripes. The blue field in the up- 
per corner should occupy a square space 
equal on each side to the width of seven 
tripes, and should contain white stars, 
ne of each state in the union. In 
electing or in making a flag these 
measurements should be kept in mind, 
ince it is not admissible1 to depart from 
tiem even to the fraction of an inch. It 
B good to see so many flags flying now- 
adays and even if they are tattered and 
orn still their measuring is clear.
